They were left in 
churches, in omnibuses, on door- 
steps, given to strangers to “hold 
for a minute” and never reclaimed, 
and, in one instunee, left in a 
closed suitease in the grounds of 
a private’ house. 


WELL FED AND CARED FOR. 


The curtous thing about aban- 
doned bubies is that they almost 
never look as if they had been any- 
where near starvation. They are 
almost invarinbly clean, well fed, 
and well eared for, sometimes with 


a little supply of baby clothes left} 


with them, often with a note giving 
their Christian name, and | some 

message like “Please look after my 
baby.” 

What, then, makes a mother 
auetually abandon her child? For 
all she knows, she may never sec 
her son or her infant daughter 
again. The. child, for all she 
knows, may die of cold or shock 
before it is ever found. 


In trying to shift the respon- 
sibility for the little life on to 
unknown shoulders, the dis- 
-traught mother incurs a dread- 
ful responsibility of her own. 


In the Jast century most aban- 
doned children were. found to be 
illegitimate. To-day they are 
nearly all children. of married 
mothers who, are so poverty 
stricken, .so without hope, that

JAPAN AND THE 


LEAGUE 


- ACTIVITIES BEING 
WATCHED 


Tokyo, Aug. 21. 
In order to improve the Japanese 
altuntion fn world diplomatic cfr- 
clos, Count Y, Uchida, the Forcign 
Ministor, has doclded to which the 
future action of the Lenguc of 
‘Nations, which may affect Japan, 
it was learned, When the trip of 
Dr. L. Rajchman, Director of the 
Health Organisation of the League 
as Hafson agent to 
China was decided upon some time 
ago, Japin urged M. Joseph 
Avenol, ‘Secretary-General of the 
League, to limit Dr, Rajchman’s 
assistance to China to technical 
measures. 
_-Since Japan's annauncement. of 
withdrawal from the League last 
March, most of the prinepal Japan- 
tac officials . of the . Lengue left 
their Geneva posts, except Mr. J. 
Ito. Difficulties ‘nre now being ex- 
perienced by tho Government here 
in collecting sufficient information 
and in communicating Japan's 
views to the League, As a coun- 
ter-measure, therefore, Foreign 
Office authorities hive decided to 


increase the number of diplomatic }. 


officials in European nations: in 
order to Watch the League. . 

Mr. J. Ito, Councillor, Mr. D. 
Kato and Mr, S. Sato, second 
class sceretarics, will be atationed 
in France; Councillor M, Yoko- 
yama and a third class secretary, 
Mr. T. Teraznki, are to be sent to 
Belgium; while Mr. S. Shibusawa 
and Mr. Y.° Ando, third. class 
aeeretaries will take posts in 
Switzerland. It fg reported that 
Count Uchida intends to make 
the gencral shift of Japan’a diplo- 
matic representatives in | Europe 
before formally leaving the 
League, . 

Relations with America .. 

Meantime, the Foreign Minister 
ts reported to have adopted a 
friendly policy toward the United 
States and is trying to, approach 
the Roosevelt Administration. 

Japan {8 now kcenly interested 
in the American attitude toward 
the Far Enst after America’s in- 
dustrial recovery plan and the 
war-debt. questions are settled 
during October. The following 
are the main points of Japan's 
policy toward the United States,

, Nanking, Aug. 26.
